Summer Edition of McGill Daily 
Sets Precedent for College Paper 



This summer marks a new epoch 
in the history of The Daily; it is 
the first tim'e that the Students' 
Executive Council has decided to 
publish a weekly issiie during the 
summer term. 

Those students who have visited 
The Daily office during. the hectic 
hours between 7 p.m. and 12, 12.30 
or even 1 a.m. any week night dur- 
ing the winter terms will appre- 
ciate the fact that gathering the 
news, finding people to write it 
up in an acceptable manner, and 
giving fair play to all events which 
are going to take plqpe on the 
campus, are hard enough to° do 
even with a . full staff within 'phon- 
ing distance most. of the time. And 
now, with various "Daily people" 
in uncertain stages of employ- 
ment, even a weekly Dally is 
going to require those characteris- 
tic mad TUshes before deadlines. 

A tentative program of distribu- 
tion has been drawn- up- for the 
1400 copies which will be printed 
each week instead of the supply of 
5000 odd copies : (no- more paper) 
which were printed last year and 
which /were^ usually picked, up. by 



o'clock lectures, leaving Oailylcss 
the unlucky ones who did- not 
have to get out of bed until later 

in the day. During the summer 
term 500 of these copies will be 
placed in the Arts Building, 500 to 
Dawson, 50 in the Engineering 
Building, 30 in the Medical Build- 
ing and 200 will be kept for the 
Union and for the mailing list. 
This distribution is hoped to be 
adequate for everyone's needs, but 
if any student finds that he is con- 
sistently unable to get his copy, 
he should comhiunlcate with tlie 
advertising and circulation man- 
ager, G. H. Çletcher, in the Union, 
at la: 2244. 

During the winter terms report- 
ers are supposed to go down to 
the Daily office at noon each day 
to receive, their assignments to be 
covered and written up that night. 
However for the weekly Daily this 
system will not work. Copy will 
be written up any time from Mon- 
day to Wednesday for the "Thurs- 
day appearance- each week, and it 
is hoped that any student who has 
an idea for a story will bring if' in. 
This should result in an increased 
number of "color" stories to 
brighten up The- Daily's -columns.

Five were appointed by the regu- 
lar Council and represent the Mc- 
Gill Union and the Dawson Col- 
lege Council (these two seats will 
be filled by various members of 
the two executives) and The Daily, 
represented by Charles Wasser- 
mann, Editor-in-Chief; Jon Ballon, 
regular Council, member for Arts 
and Selenee- and-^éhalnnan-of-the- 
receptlon program as well as 
chairman of a preparatory sum- 
mer program committee, and Ross 
are the fourth and fifth members; 
the remaining two will be elected 
Thursday, June 20. 

tlRST MEETING 
The first meeting of this body 
was held Monday night, with Peter 
Skelton, president of the Dawson 
College Council represeting that 
group, and Peter Hadrill, vice- 
president elect of the Union in at- 
tendance. At that time arrange- 
ments were approved for the com- 
ing election and plans for sum- 
mer activities were discussed.

Ex-McGill Professor 
At U. of Montreal 
Wins Annual Grant' 



- Dr. Hans Selye, associate profes- 
sor «of histology at McGill and 
director of the department of ex- 
perimental medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Montreal, has been 
awarded the Casgrain and Char- 
bonneau Award of $500. 

After 14 years at ^IcGill, .during 
which time he was^ member of the 
department of Biochemistry and an 
associate professor of^istology. 
Dr. Selye was • appointed , to the 
University of Montreal where his 
work on. the adaptation syndrome 
and the hormones of the adrenal 
cortex won (or him the $500 Award. 
This prize is awarded annually for 
the encouragement of the Improve- 
ment of prevention and treatmeni 
of .dlEcase.

The war brotiglit mnny changes to Canndu, 
an(| in these days of post-war reconstruction, 
war lira learning that many of the changes which 
were thought to bo temporary have effected 
our lives in a far more lasting way than was 
expected. Thougii in many cases the war-time 
problems of Canada have ceased to exist as 
such, other problems and factors, more lasting 
and sometimes more sweeping in effect have 
taken their place as a result of their predeces- 
sor's existence. 

University life has certainly not been un- 
affected by these changes. Many of us, who 
were privileged to attend university during the 
past session have seen how much McGill and 
other universities throughout this country iiavc 
been touched by these new problems. 

Thousands of young Canadians have left 
this country's armed forces in the past months, 
and have turned to educational institutions as 
a means of "reconversion" from war to peace. 
Some have taken up university life where they 
left off before joining up, others through .the 
Government grant to veterans have now been 
able to take the time for university studies. 

One of the most striking post-war innova- 
tions at McGill, apart from the addition of 
Dawson College to the campus, is the introduc- 
tion of a regular summer term. Not only does 
this change allow more veterans to come to 
college as sooi) as they arc discliargcd or have 
cleared up any post-discharge business, but now 
those who have already attended college for a 
number of months are broiight up to t^le with 
their colleagues who were able to start the year 
at the regular time last Fall. 

With the introduction of this stinuncr term, 
the Students' Council at McGiU felt that those 
attending university during these months should 
be given an opportunity to express themselves 
in print through the medium of the student news- 
paper in a similar way to those attending the 
regular session. :^ It was felt too, that student 
activities, so important to a complete university 
life, can only function with the aid of a news- 
paper which binds together the far-flung sections 
and groups on the campus. No member of the 
Council wanted to sec sports and social activi- 
ilea sacrificed during the summer months, and 
it was therefore decided unanimously to con- 
tinue the activities of The Daily during this 
summer 

Naturally, owiuR to the comparatively small 
number of students oti the campus at this time, 
and too, because of the liniitcd free time avail- 
able dtiring the compressed summer study course, 
it waa not considered necessary to publish an 
edition of The Daily Monday throi^gh Friday, 
and it was decided that a weekly edition, sum- 



marizing the events of the past week and fore- 
casting activities for the next seven days would 
be adequate; hence the new summer edition of 
"The Oldest College Daily In Canada" 

Since this is our first issue this term, we 
would like to take the opportunity to welcome 
all new students in the name of the staff and 
publishers of The Daily— that is,— the student 
body of McGill. We hope that your stay at 
McGill will be pleasant and fruitful, and that 
you will find it easy to take your place in our 
social pattern. 

• * * 

The McGill Daily is Your Ncws|)apcr. It 
is written, edited, and |}ublished by students for 
students. Whatever tliis paper docs, whatever 
stand it takes, editorially, depends entirely on 
the support it gets from the students 

In order to make the publication of these 
summer issues possible the Sttidcnts' Executive 
Council appointed one or two students who arc 
not attending summer courses to help in the 
work, but in spite of any experience these few 
may have, they would be helpless without cora- 
pus-support. 

AVith the changing of the Managing Board,— 
the three-man editorial group which is respon- 
sible for the administration of The Doily,— the 
details of policy are almost bound to change to 
some extent But basically The Daily has re- 
mained true to what we consider to be its two 
main functions: 

To inform the students of the many octiyi- 
i^cs of the campus and the university generally. 

To foster intelligent discussion of. problems 
concerning the youth of today. 

* * * , 
Editorially The Daily has always attempted 

to speak firmly against prejudices of any kind, 
and has tried to fight against them fairly where- 
ever they may raise their ugly and war-baltered 
heads But such things can only be done if the 
students of this university want and support 
such a fight; of young men and women will stand 
up for a defense of the principles of truth and 
justice which they once considered important 
enough to leave the individuality of civilian life 
for the anonymous uniformity and the hardships 
of military life and of war. 

AVe believe thnt these principles must be 
part of good journalism, whether at university 
or not We believe too, that such an editorial 
policy will stimulate pertinent discussions of 
many problems on this campiis. 

It is to be hoped that Vfe will be able to goin 
the support of the student body during this term 
to continue our aims of Information and Discus- 
sion Good luck at McGill, and we hope to hear 
from youl—C.TK.

"Wh(it am I doing here?" the vet- 
eran asks , himself,' as looks about 
the broodlns grey buildings and 
winding paths ol the McGiU cam- 
pus. He contrasts the scene with 
flooded wasies of HoI|and, tl^e 
tilted deçk of a corvette, the throb- 
bing QÇÇkpH of a figl)ter plane. For 
him the contrast is not only physi- 
cal; the change in tempo, emotional 
sUmulUB, the motivation is so great, 
the difference in living-pattern so 
complete, that a satisfactory answer 
to that question is rendered very 
necessary, "What am I doing here? 
Why, after so >iiany experiences, 
am I returning^oi^itudy?" 

Many veterans ardniversity have 
a quick and certain reply to that 
question. They want a profession 
with Its , financial rewards; they 
want to be doctors, engineers, 
chemists; they want practical train' 
Ing and knowledge,' as rapidly as 
possible, without any of the. fancy 
trimmings. The concentrated train 
ing of the services Is fresh In their 
minds: how to fly, drive a tank, 
repair a radar set; and they arc 
impatient, when it comes to Pln^o 
or Pythagoras. 

Other men. , returning from the 
battlefields, are acutely conscious 
of the magic of a university de 
grce. A (cw letters, innocent In 
themselves, when properly grouped 
and affixed to a man's i)6me, can 
open doors. Ours is a snob society 
—not only socially snobbish, bul 
intellectually snobbish — and the 
stamp of approval of a "recognized 
institute of learning" in many In- 
stances makes all the difference be- 
tween acceptance and rejection. Tlie 
gold, letters and gilt edge of a col 
lege diploma can be melted down 
and deposited in the bank. 



Many veterans, however, return 
to university almost as tp a place of 
refuge. These solid, quiet, eternal 
walls, the gladcnlng affirmations of 
the printed page, the coolness of 
titc lecturer's droning voice— all are 
so soothing after the helter-skelter 
chaos <ft war. Barracks are not only 
places w^herc men shoot dice and 
paste up "pin-up girls;" they arc 
places where men think, too. And 
the thoughts of many have been 
terribly dlsqutetcnlng as they 
groped to\yards understanding in n 
destructive and irrational world. If 
the answers can be found ahy 
where, they should be found in n 
university; if meaning exists at all 
even if it requires going back to 
the fundamentals, these- men are 
determined to find It. 

Ttm;- questions that university 
vfiterans ask, and the answers they 
find, are important, not only to 
themselves, but to all'-edttcation' 
allsts. For do they not embody the 
very problems of the pedagogical 
world? Some educators maintain 
that the sole task of the university 
is to foster tho technique of think- 
ing, to ''make minds." Others, thi^t 
it is the making of men— successful 
men. Both are probably right; th(> 
truth is rarely simple. Is usualb 
complex. 

For the veteran there is no one 
answer, no single truth. Study cm 
provide him with practical accom- 
plishments, precious in a scientlf/c 
world; it can give him social status 
in a class-conscious society; and 
perhaps what Is more desirable 
than alt the others, it can teach 
him the true delight of Intellectual 
pursuits, and uncover the values 
he so earnestly seeks. 
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Cap dc la Madeline and scalped 
himl" , 

. A fat tear rolled down the Owl's
